Probably no museum collection in. the 
world better illustrates the develépment 
of the steam engine, particularly the 
locomotive; says a Smithsonian. Institu- 
tion bulletin, than the exhibit of the 
United States National Museum . at 
Washington,’ which includes two of the 


earliest original locomotives and numer- 
ous models and accessories. 

The steam engine has been termed the 
most successful invention ®ver brought 
into use for converting the potential 
energy of coal into’ mechanical work. 

No one knows how long after it was 
observed thst by holding down the lid 
of a kettle of -boiling liquid, a certain 
foreé was created due to thé compres- 
sion of the steam, béfore any use was 
attempted. with this newly discovered 
force, ‘although it was probably a great 
number of years. A soit of steam en- 
gine was exhibited in Alexandria, Egypt, 
about_ 200 years before our era began, 
and it was described in a work on pneut- 
matics by Hero, of Alexandria, written 
between 150 and 130 B, C. ‘This ma- 
chine was a rotary affair, more thedreti- 
cal than practical. A reconstruction of 
this engine in model is in the museum 
exhibits, which shows it to be not unlike 


Neither of these machines, however, wa3 
much more than a mechanical toy, al- 
though the latter type is said to have 
been applied later on for ares a 
roasting spit. 

. A beok published in Rome in 1629 gives 
a description of Giovanni Branca’s crude 
steam engine, an élementary steam tur- 
bine with the sole defect thatit lacked 
any appliances for making: the steam 
follow the vanes, or buckets, of the re- 
volving wheel, so that more of its energy 
might have bgen converted into useful 
work, 

The museum possesses a “model of a 
machine designed by Sir Isaac Newton 
in 1680, which was. propelled by. a jet 
of steam projected backward against the 
air, and a model of Denis Papin’s inven- 
tion of about the same. time. -The in- 
vestigation of Savery, and Papin; and 
the , successful experimental engines ° of 
Thomas Newcomb in 1705, with his pis- 
ton and cylinder soon. followed. New- 
comen’s ideas were improved by James 
Watt in 1759, who also introduced high- 
pressure engines, the condenser, and later 
the double-acting engine. The develop- 
ment of the engine was advanced by 
Cugnot, Evans, Hornblower, and Mur- 
doch; a.model of the latter’s. engine is 
on display in the museum, 

In South Wales, Richard Trevithick 
made the first engine to run on rails 
in 1803. Trevithick, it has been elaimed, 


copied the stationary engine built in, 


1800 by Oliver Evans, an. American, who 
was later ‘ingenious endugh to attach 
wheels to a..scow and propel it .by 
steam through thé streets: of Philadel- 
phia -in' 1804, . This. curtous ‘creation, 


called the Oruktor _Amphibolis, was’ the! 


first ‘motor car to‘run on American soil.

WASHINGTON—The bugler of the 
United States Marine band sounded the 
opening note of the twenty: -third an- 
nual Daughters’ of the American Revo- 


lution congress at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, after which came the call to order. 
Routine affairs occupied the forenoon 
session, the particularly interesting. fea- 
ture of today being a short address of | 
welcome ‘to the delegates by President 
Woodrow Wilson at 2:30 this afternoon. 

The contest over the office of president:- 
general is the chief feature of the con- 
gress this year. Mrs. William Cumming 
Story, now finishing her first term, is a 
candidate for reelection, but is strongly 
opposed by Mrs. George Thacher Guern- 
sey of Kansas. The election of officer's 
will be held on Wednesday, until after 
which time the 1200 delegates will give 
politics right of way over everytining 
else. 


Each Side Confident 


Each side is confident of winning and 
has isgued formal notices in which a 
majority of the delegates is reassuringly 
claimed. Miss Florence G. Finch of New 
York, directing Mrs, Story’s campaign, 
in her statement refers particularly to 
the delegates from New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Missouri and’ New 
Hampshire, who are pledged to the 
Story candidacy. 

The managers of Mrs. Guernsey claim 
many votes in the West and Southwest.

Friday night will be 
given over to; special exercises, during 
which Miss Mabel Boardman will deliver 
an address and Mrs. Archibald Hopkins 
will speak on the proposed memorial to 
drs. Wilson. Gen. A. W. Greely will 
also deliver an address on Friday eve- 
ning.

BY DR. DERNBURG 


Open Seibisicdaaita of All Nations 
Is Declared by Former Colon-'. 
ial’ Secretary to Be. Aim of. 
Nation, Not World Dominion: 


PORTLAND, Me.—A letter from Dr. 
Bernard Dernburg, former colonial secre- 
tary of the German empire, was read at

So they took care to 
see that raisin recipe folders were dis- 
tributed among consumers in such quan- 
tities as to popularize the use of the 
fruit. For instance, a few years ago, 
Sich an article as raisin bread was 
almost unknown in the United States: 
Now there is scarcely a hotel in the 
land Wat what makes raisin bread a per- 
manent feature on menus, -scarcely a 
bakery that does not manufacture raisin 
bread. 
iin fact the raisin bread movement was 
one of the most important by-products 
of the Raisin day publicity campaign. 
In the household, raisin bread is becom- 
ing a prominent article of food. 

As a direct outgrowth of Raisin day 
celebrations came the formation of a eo- 
operative marketing agency. Now nearly 
all raisin growers in California are mem- 
bers of this institution, and as a re- 
sult, the raisin industry is at last prac- 
tically on a ‘stable basis. 

The united growers fully realize that 
if they would hope to increase ‘raisin 
consumption, they must sell raisins at 
popuiar prices. Because of this, con- 
sumers are paying less for raisins than 
ever before. And yet, because of im- 
proved methods of marketing, growers 
ure making a legitimate profit. 

iwelve counties in the state produce 
raisins, namely: Fresno, Tulare, Kings, 
Sutter, San Bernardino, San Diego, Ma- 
dera, Yolo, Kern, Colusa, Los Angeles. 
Tie great -raisin center, however, is 
Fresno, tne metropolis of the San Joa- 
quin valley. Here over 60 per cent of 
ail raisins in the United States are 
grown. The grapes are picked on travs 
and spread out in the open air. They 
are turned once, and then boxed, Later 
there is the seeding process, and this is 
‘ accomplished by swiftly extracting the 
seeds by machinery. The annual raisin 
<rop averages about 180,000,000 pounds. 
The first Raisin day celebrations were 
campaigns inaugurated largely for com- 
mercial reasons. But now that tie 
raisin growers are confident of prosper- 
ity they have decided to elaborate the 
ovservances with this year’s great fes- 
tival and pageant in Fresno. In the par- 
ade through the business section pre- 
ceding the pageant “Dionysus and the 
Raisins” there will be 100 beautifully 
decorated floats, including pageant floats 
occupied by the hundreds of people Who 
will participate in-the park pageant.

States bureau of education attention of

September there were 49 kindergartners 
at work at this problem in 30 school dis- 
tricts, with the children of 60 primary 
classes. 

“The stgkbiaatton varied somewhat, 
but the most ¢ommon arrangement was 
for the kindergartner to take one divis- 
ion of the lowest primary grade for the 
first hour of the afternoon session and 
the other division for the second hour 
of the session, reversing the order of the 
diVisions-on the second day. Occasional- 
ly her work was. with only: the lower 
divisions of the two first grades, and 
again it extended into a second grade.

Last fall, it is pointed out, just prior 


to the close of navigation at Nome, a} 


steamer carrying 25 carcasses of rein- 
deer sailed for Seattle, where retaii 
prices ranging from 20 cents to 35 cents 
a pound were readily secured. 

One of the officials of the“bureau of 
education, which is under. the depart. 
ment of the interior, brought to ithe 
United States three reindeer carcasses, 
which were distributed among the dining 
car departments of the. five -transconti- 
nental railways, in order that the meat 
might. be given a trial by railroad pas- 
sengers. It met with instant favor. It 
is expeeted that the railroads of the 
country’ will this year. make’ contracts 
with the natives of Alaska for the deljv- 
ery of enough meat to supply their din- 
ing cars next season. 

It is probable that a considerable 
amount of reindeer meat Will be shipped 
to the United States the coming sum- 
mer, as the proposal of a cold storage 
company operating between Seattle and 
Nome, bearing the government approval, 
has been made to the Eskimo herders in 
northwestern Alaska to market all the 


surplus meat at prices that will be profit- 


able t& them. 

Soon.after the inception of the rein- 
deer industry, Laplanders, expert in the 
handling of the animals, were secured by 
the department of the interior to in- 
struct the Alaskan Eskimos: in the care 
and management of the reindeer, each 
of the Lapps receiving a specified num- 
ber of the animals in payment for his 
services. 

The result hag been a marvelous in- 
crease. in numbess. Now there are 65 
knowy herds of reindeer in Alaska, ag- 
gregating 57,872, gn increase of 22 per 
cent in the last year. The natives own 
37,828, the government owné 4113, va- 
rious missions 5924, and the Lapps 10,007. 

From the sale of meat and hides the 
980 natiye owners last year. recéived an 
income. of $77,934. It is expected that

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POSITION OF THE 
COPPER MARKET 
WHEN WAR ENDS 


NEW YORK—What will be the posi- 
tion of the copper market when tie 
demand for the metal for ammunition 
manufacture ceases? Will there be a 
slump, or @ further rise? The Engineer- 
ing & Mining Journal writes on the sub- 
ject as follows: 

“The remarkable improvement of cop- 
per during thé first quarter of 1915 
renewed -the courage of:-cepper ;produc- 
ers. They are now enjoying a prosperity 
that six: months ago no one ventured 
to, hope. However, it is recognized that 
the recent great demand for copper has 
| been chiefly for military purposes (the 
consumption for .peaceful purposes in 
this country has failed so far to in-: 
crease materially) and producers are 
already considering the question of the 
prospects for copper after the war. 

“There are two views. The pessimis- 
tic view is that termination of the war 
| will be accompanied by a collapse in the 
copper market, owing to the production 
being far in excess of the consumption} 
when the military buying ceases. Those 
who take this view consider that after 
the war the countries of Europe will be 
prostrate, lacking the means even to 
build what has been. destroyed. 

“On the other hand, the optimistic con- 
sider that Europe will: not be prostrate, 
that rebuilding will be inaugurated im- 
mediately and that enormous quantities 
of copper will have to be purchased at 
once in order -to replenish the normal 
stocks of manufacturers, estimated at 
several months’ supply on the average, 
which already have been drawn down: 
to’ the irreducible minimum, especially 
in Germany, in order to carry on the 
war. Those taking this view believe 
that termination of the war will be fol- 
lowed not by a slump. in copper but by 
a further rise.”
